The C atting .Hatter -W hat Secretary B ay­ 
ard H as to Say. 
Baltjmohe. August ii;h.—Secretary Bay­ 
ard, speaking to a correspondent last night 
of the Cutting case, said th at he saw no 
reason why a satisfactory adjustm ent of the 
difficulty should not be reached. H e had 
been assured that such was the desire of 
the Mexican Government by the resident 
Mexican Minister, who said som e days ago 
that his Governm ent would act prom ptly 
in the m atter. Secretary Hay aid said im ­ 
pressively that he considered the principles 
involved in the Cutting allair one of the 
gravest importance, and one as to which 
the whole country, without reference to 
party, should be a unit.

Mexico claims the

sentenced for publishing a libel in Texas. 
Mr. Bayard thinks this raises the gravest 
possible question, and if Mexico’s claim is 
once conceded, no Am erican traveling in 
Mexico will be safe. 
“ My countrym en,” 
he said w ith evident feeling, “ will not be 
deceived by partisan 
misrepresentation. 
They will recognize the gravity of the ques­ 
tion involved, and will never consent that 
one of their fellow-citizens shall he tried 
by a foreign power for an oHense com m it­ 
ted in tlds country. If Cutting had stabbed 
his Mexican rival in Texas, instead of as­ 
saulting his reputation, does any one sup­ 
pose that Mexico could have tried him for 
m urder? Certainly not.” The Secretary 
said that he had no idea of retreating from 
the position taken some weeks ago by Con­ 
gress, when it demanded Cutting’s release.

H o t W a te r from A rtesia n W e lls .— 
Parties, partially under the patronage of 
the city authorities, are boring for hot ar­ 
tesian water at Pesth, Europe. Tiie expec­ 
tation is to secure a city supply of hot wa­ 
ter. The well, at last reports, was down 
3,000 feet, with a supply of 175,000 gallons 
a day, at a tem perature of 161°, rising to a 
bight of 35 feet above the surface, and the 
work is to be continued until the tem pera­ 
ture. which progresses regularly as the bor­ 
ings descend, rises to 178°, anil then no 
doubt is felt that there will be a bubbling 
perennial stream sufficient to meet all the 
wants of the city and to convert the sur­ 
rounding region into a tropical garden. 
According to the degree of success already 
met with, the project scents quite certain 
to fulfill the expectations of the projectors. 
Both hot and cold water ltowing from an 
artesian well through pipes into u house 
would not only be a novelty, but would be 
regarded as a blessing. 
It is reasonable to 
suppose that hot water can be obtained al­ 
most anyw here if wells are bored deep 
enough, mid if the already partially suc­ 
cessful Pesth experim ent sbonld dem on­ 
strate tiie feasibility of such schemes, it is 
easy to foresee that wells would be gener­ 
ally sunk to supply such a universally re­ 
quired thing as hot water. 


T h e Co I/) ny S ystem.—T he extent to 
which the colony system o f settlem ent lias 
been carried in this State is shown by the 
fact that in the single county of, Fresno 
there are no less than tw enty-one separate 
organizations of this sort, covering over 
45,000 acres of land. This is nearly al! held 
in tracts of twenty to forty acres, a fair av­ 
erage perhaps not being over thirty acres.

EXPANSION. 
The Chicago Times opens a caustic edito­ 
rial with these words : 
This journal has always held that this coun­ 
try is embarrassed hy too many neighbors, and 
that the sooner it relieves itself of this obstacle 
the more rapid and unimpeded would be its pro­ 
gress. The only things which bar the march of 
this Union, which delay its progress, and which 
interfere with its mission, are Canada on the 
one side and Mexico on the other. We lack 
room lor our necessary expansion, and shall 
continue to lack until we reach the isthmus on 
tin- south and the Arctic Ocean on the north. 
We lack nothing of the kind. Before 
we attempt to introduce new peoples in 
bulk, utterly foreign to our system, into 
the scheme of this republic, let us finish 
up the work in hand. That will take us a 
century or two yet. In the first place the 
United States is not yet sufficiently popu­ 
lated. 
We have grown too rapidly by 
importation and not rapidly enough in 
home development. The center of popu­ 
lation is altogether too far east, and until 
it lias located some hundreds of miles 
further westward we will not be able to 
begin the work of absorbing nations. In 
the second place it is very mueli to be 
doubted jf Mexico, or any part of it, is 
not better as a neighbor than as a posses­ 
sion. The people of that republic could 
not in a century bo assimilated with ours. 
They are the product of a civilization alto­ 
gether different in sentiment and ambi­ 
tion, and not a hundred years of mingling 
would wholly eradicate the dislike enter­ 
tained by them for us, or the idea of in­ 
feriority in which we hold them. Then, 
too, the United States is not strong enough 
to enter upon the guarding of any addi­ 
tional coast lines. Before we come to that 
we must expect to devote about twenty- 
five years to the 
reformation of 
our navy and the building up of our coast 
defenses. 'I here would be less difficulty in 
absorbing the Dominion of Canada, hut a 
people unwilling to come, as are the Cana­ 
dians, and as it is likely they will continue 
are not a desirable element in our system, 
and this applies to Mexico as well. 
Generally, in conclusion, it is unwise to 
encourage the spirit of annexation of these 
countries. They are inimical to us in 
custom and desires, the Times confesses; 
they could be projected in|o our political 
system only at the risk of breaking it 
down, and only at the hazard of imperil­ 
ing republican institutions by the undue 
strain that would be put upon them. The 
nation can stomach and digest a great for­ 
eign clement, but when it comes to swal­ 
lowing two entire nations—in effect—we 
apprehend that the American people nei­ 
ther desire it, nor are they aide to foot 
the bill of expense or willing to 
take 
the 
risk 
such 
experiments 
would involve. 
We have territory 
enough for this generation and tiie 
next half dozen, and even with the matur­ 
ity of the last of the latter the United 
States will not have attained its full 
stature, nor our present possessions all he 
brought to the fulfillment of their highest 
possibilities. Every time there is a little 
flurry on the borders the cry of annexation 
is started. It began thirty-five years ago, 
and has had regular periods of rise and de­ 
cadence. The Cutting ease atnl the Extra­ 
dition Treaty just now have resurrected 
the old annexationists, and they have 
begun to preach from their bone.; precisely 
as they did a quarter of a century ago, 
about “ room for expansion.” Y et, for all 
these years the country has been growing 
and expanding uUkiu her borders, and 
more rapidly than has any other nation 
known to history, and still there are six 
States and eight Territories that are so 
sparsely settled and so little developed 
that their constant cry is for population, 
capital and internal development. Xo, 
we are not in need as vet of an enlarged 
national waistband.

a minority reiwrt agaiustits passage. Also,Sen­ 
ate concurrent resolution No. 3, •• relative to 
limiting the action of the extra session to the 
submission ot a constitutional amendment rela­ 
tive to water rights, with the recommendation 
that it do not pass. Also, Senate Bills Nos. 5, 6, 
10 and 13, without recommendation. 
Kellogg, from the Committee on Constitutional 
Amendments, reponed back, without recom­ 
mendation. Senate Kills Nos. 3.1,11,15.17 aud i s. 
Kv Bays (two bills)—Amending Article XIV. 
of the Constitution by adding new sections 
thereto relative to water and water rights. 
Ordered on tile. 
Senate Bill No. 16 was read the first time. 
Bays offered a resolution instructing the Ju­ 
diciary Committee to consider and report to the 
Senate what would be the effects of the repeal 
of Section 1122 of the Civil Code, and other leg­ 
islation proposed iu the line of the propositions 
laid down in the Governor's proclamation con­ 
vening the extra sess.ion. 
Kelb'gg thought the lesolntinn should be so 
amended as to allow the committee until Jan- 
ary next to report. 
Reddy said it would be time enough to con­ 
sider the possible effects of bills as they came 
up separately in the Senate. He was opposed 
to submitting the w hole matter at onee to the 
committee. 
Lynch favored the reference, and after some 
discussion the resolution was referred to the 
Judiciary Committee.

T il S JU D ICIA L INV ESTIGA TIO N. 
The Assembly committee appointed to in­ 
vestigate tne charges of imbecility preferred by 
Judge David S. Terry against Citief Justice 
Morrison and Associate Justice Sliarpstein met 
at 4 i*. si. in the «inóreme Court chamber. Tiie 
following, printed in pamphlet forra, was 
handed around the room: 
This committee, appointed to investigate 
certain charges, preterred against Ju.-tices 
Morrison and Sbarpstein of the Supreme Court, 
are desirous of making a careful and fair ex­ 
amination, not only of these charges, but of 
other matters bearing upon and connected w itli 
them. 
It may apnear that the organization of the 
Court is detective, and iu consequence an un­ 
necessary amountqf labor imposed upon them. 
A conoitionof things may lie shown to explain 
away the alleged causes of complaint. Thcv 
may lie sufferers through unnecessary burdens 
imposed upon them, that may tie removed by 
legislative action. Eor this reason we have 
prepared the following .-cries of questions, 
which we desire the witness to answer in their 
order:

EXAMINATION* OF WITNESSES. 
Barney Woolf,ex-CIerk of the Supreme Couit. 
s lid he met the Secretary ot the Supreme Court 
iu Sun Francisco on taturdav and ascertained 
the following farts: since January 1, 3Sv, to 
August 1, I!» ’*, Morrison sat in Court 13b days, 
wrote Oi opinions and pai ticipated in 175 ea-es. 
During that time the Court disposed of' l,0f»3 
case.-, and acted upon LOf. petitions for rehear 
ing. From January 1, Inn», to August 1, Is 
l.o-.2 new cases were filed in Court. During the 
same months Judge fcbarpstein sat on the bench 
112 days, wrote 47 opinions, took part in 27 
Court opinions, and participated in 211 cases. 
The business ot the Sacramento Court is up to 
date, so is that oí the Los Angeles office. The 
cases that cumber the calendar are those of the 
San Francisco office. At the commencement of 
the Couit iu January, 157*. there were about 3.0 
cases ou the calendar. That, however, was be­ 
fore the adoption of the new Constitution, whi( h 
instrument lias been a fruitful source of appeals, 
the determining of constitutional questions. 
AN ARRAY OF LEGAL TALENT. 
The Court-room was crowded with spectators, 
and an ong the witnesses summoned was the 
cream of the legal profession of California, the 
ablest lawyers. mo*t noted jurists, ami four gen­ 
tlemen who had themselves served the State 
U]M>n the Supreme bench—men of years, great 
learning ana acknowledged legal'ability. In 
order to abbreviate their testimony as much as 
possible, it c.iii be stated here that, with one ex­ 
ception. A. P. Catlin. of Sacramento, all who 
testified were members of the San Francisco bar. 
Each had known Judge Morrison for many 
years, none less than ten aud some for thirty- 
six. Judge Sharpstein thev had known for 
years, ranging from ten to eighteen. 
Dr. \Y. E. Taylor said he called to see Morri- 
'Ou in January, ls^>, and attended him until 
the middle of March, lie had a severe mala­ 
rious attack and an affection of the kidneys. 
He has a partial paralysis but it has not im­ 
paired his mental faculties in the least. Ilis 
miud at all times seemed to be clear, and there 
was never the least appearance of any menial 
derangement. His physical condition does not 
incapacitate him iu the least from attending to 
his official duties. 
John a. Stanley, the next witness, was inter­ 
rogated by Chairman Morris reading the ques­ 
tions from the printed pamphlet. Witness an­ 
swered as follows: 
I. Have no personal knowledge. 
2; I should say it wr.s not. 
3. No. sir. if he is physically able to do more 
work. 
4. That is a question of opinion upon which 
men may differ.

25. It would be but tor the interposition of the 
present unfortunate state of affairs. 
McGlashan interrupted the Chairman wl ile 
asking the uriiited questions, which reminded 
him of a school-boy:s examination, and wanted 
it distinctly understood that he had nothing to 
do with getting up tho “ examination papers/’ 
He was not aware of tlicir existence until he 
came into the committee meeting. He objected 
to their use. 
McJunkin also spoke in a similar strain. He 
had not been consulted iuthe matter, had noth­ 
ing to do with their formation. He objected to 
their use and asked that No. 26 be stricken out. 
Chairman Morris did not attempt to farther 
us** his “ examination papers.” ana a bundle of 
5g> or more were “ chucked" into the waste 
basket. 
Witness testified that up to a few weeks ago, 
or until this subject was broached in the Legis­ 
lature, it was the generally expressed opinion, 
especially with the legal profession, that both 
tin Judges were physically and mentally dis­ 
abled. He himself knew nothing of their men­ 
tal incapacity of his own knowledge. 
JOIIN P. IIOUE, 
Who was Chairman of the Constitutional Con­ 
vention, said he believed the mental condition 
of both Judges is now as good us when they 
were elected. It was generally understood at 
the time of the framing of the new Constitu­ 
tion that the Chiel Justice’s duties would he to 
preside in bank and determine what cases 
should be heard in bank and what should go 
before the departments. That was the general 
idea that prevailed then, aud is his idea of it 
now. 
T. B. BISHOP 
Said a week seldom passed that he did not meet 
and converse with Judge Morrison. His physi­ 
cal condition was not what it was before receiv­ 
ing the paralytic stroke, but he saw no change 
in his mental condition. He said both were 
Ti ustees ot the Hastings Liw College, and often 
met in that capacity. He saw no impairment of 
his mental faculties. He did not so oiten meet 
Judge Sharpsteiu, who some time since was 
very ill, but now nearly recovered. Did rot 
think his illness had in the least impaired his 
intellect. 
JOSEPH W. WINANS. 
Saw Judge Morrison quite frequently. He 
moved about very easily without assistance, 
and seemed to bp discharging the duties of his 
office since his recovery as well as he did before 
liis illness. The duties of Chief Justice occupied 
a considerable portion of his time. His sight, 
hearing and voice did not seem to be impaired 
in the least, and are as perfect as they ever 
were. Judge Sbarpstein had been quite ill: had 
recovered, however; and, unlike Judge Morri­ 
son, had suffered from no paralytic stroke. His 
ailings are such as would not atlect his mental 
faculties. Physically he is apparently rapidly 
improving. As a Director of the Hastings Col­ 
lege be met him quite frequently. In that ca­ 
pacity he presided with his usual ability and 
intelligence. The disability of the Judges docs 
not atlect them mentally. The minds of each 
arc as clear and penetrating as when they were 
elected. 
P.. C. HARRISON 
Said he agreed with the statements made by 
the preceding witnesses. From a long acquaint­ 
ance with the Judges and a perfect knowledge of 
h< 
■ 
idltion, he was oi the opinion 
they were as competent to discharge the duties 
ol their offi' ial positions to-day as they were 
when elected to office. Mr. Doge’s ideas of 
the constitutional provision relative to the du­ 
ties of the Chief Justices coincided with his. 
E. P.. TAYLOR 
Said he failed to discover any difference in their 
mental faculties since their recovery. He fre­ 
quently held short conversations with them and 
detected no weakness in their mental powers. 
1 u the case of J udge Morrison the disease seemed 
to have spent itself at the base of the brain, aud 
his intellectuality was unimpaired. Judge 
Sharj» tein seemed to be the same man intel­ 
lectually that lie was prior to his illness, his 
reasoning powers do not seem to be in the least 
impaired. He had detected no symptoms of 
soitening of the brain in the cace of Judge Mor­ 
rison. Witness said: “ 1 am a graduate of medi­ 
cine as well as of law. There is not the slightest 
indication of braiu di ease in Judge Sharp tein. 
So far as my observation as a friend 
and my knowledge of medicine goes they 
are both* mentally sound. The evidences arc iu 
favor of Judge «Sharpdein’s absolute and com­ 
plete recovery. 
Don't think either of the 
Judges are in the least mentally disqualified by 
their nge or present physical condition.” 
J. M. BURNETT 
Said he met both of the Judges quite frequently, 
both in and out of Court. He knew of r.o men­ 
tal derangement in either of them. They, to all 
appearances, were mentally sound ami as com­ 
petent to a discharge of their duties to-day as 
much so as before their illness. 
0. L. ACKERMAN 
Said he met Judge Morrison at the Paraíso 
Springs in the months of June and July of 
this year. He had several hour-' conversation 
with'him every day." Ail the time the Judge 
was at the springs lie daily worked upon briefs 
and papers scut to him from the San Francisco 
office. He ate bis meals regularly, seemed en­ 
grossed iu his duties, and his mind, to all ap­ 
pearances, was as clear as a bell: no impair­ 
ment of his mental faculties was noticeable 
whatever, lie was a little lame, but walked 
about unaided and unattended. He saw tiiarj»- 
stein and his doctor ycsterdav. lie is troubled 
with what is termed the shingles, an 
affection 
of the eyelids, also a neu­ 
ralgic affection. It. however, lias ¡worked 
no impairment of his sight. Shurpstein told 
him tii.it no decision of the Commission es­ 
caped liis (Sharpstein’s) scrutiny or observation. 
W. c. BELCHER 
.Said he frequently met both the Judges, and 
had failed to notice auy impaiiinent of their 
mental facuUie:*. They are as competent to-day 
ii” they were v. hen elected. So lar as witness 
was able to judge, they seem to appreciate the 
cases before them and the arguments of counsel 
bett i now than the; did vt hen th« y to* k the hr 
office. This is a natural consequence—I lie out­ 
growth of experience. 
SENATOR DAVID M’CLURE 
Snid he boarded at the same hotel in San Fran­ 
cisco (the Occidental) that Morrison aid, met 
iiim quite frequently, and Morrison often \ isited 
in the evening with his (McClure's) family. 
The Judge had suffered much physically, but 
there was no apparent impairment of his mental 
faculties. 
W. C. BUItNETT 
Testified to the same general facts. Iiad known 
both Judges intimately for years. Both were 
now attending to their duties, and were as 
bright mentally as before their recent illness. 
McGlashan said, as one of the committee, he 
thought this kind of testimony had gone on 
about long enough. lie did not think it advis­ 
able to pile up any mere of this cumulative evi­ 
dence until the other side put in some testi­ 
mony. If the latter had no witnesses then it 
was iiscless to proceed, for the committee could 
make up their leport from the voluminous testi­ 
mony already in. 
Judge Mizner said other witnesses from San 
Francisco had been subpcnaed and they should 
be allowed to testify and be relieved from fur­ 
ther attendance upon the committee. 
tome ofie of the committee suggested that D. 
S. Terry would arrive from Stockton on the 
evening train, and it would be well to adjourn 
until 7 o'clock and give him an opportunity to 
substantiate his charges, if he could. 
CHARLES N. I’OX 
Testified corroborating the testimony of all the 
1 «receding w itnesses, claiming the Judges were 
not only ils good mentally to-day as when elect­ 
ed, but Vastly superior. They can grasp a legal 
point quicker. While both have suffered ase­ 
vere illness neither have suffered mentally. 
Me rrisoa may never regain his physical strength, 
but the loss of it m iiu wise disqualifies him for 
a proper discharge of the duties of his office. 
J. B. Mhoon, K. J. Pringle and A. P. Catlin all 
testified to the same efieet. Both gentlemen 
had suffered from severe illness, but since their 
recovery they wore as competent to attend the 
duties of their office as they were when elected. 
Judge Heydenfcldt said lie had seen but little 
ol th Jud s for the past three years and knew 
nothing of their mental or physical condition 
except hearsay. 
At 6 i*. m., on motion of McGlashan, the com­ 
mittee took a rece-s until 7 .• o’clock. 
Hvenlug Session. 
David S. Terry put in an appearance at the 
evening tessiou, and proceeded to conduct the 
examination of witnesses. He called upon 
.TUDOE HEYDENFELT, 
Who in response to questions, said : The general 
opinion ol ihe bar, and my own opinion, is that 
tne pieseut Supreme Court is a weak one. The 
bar has always regarded Morrison as a weak 
Judge, and particularly fo siuee his allliction. 
The business of the ¿Court is about three years 
•behind now. it takes from two to three years 
tpon 
: dar to reach 
it. He had a conversation with Sbarpstein Sat­ 
urday regarding the business of the Court. 
He said it was still accumulating, and that 
the Commission did not aid iu diminish­ 
ing the business before them. It struck 
witness that if something was not done, aud 
that soon, the business would become blocked 
in the future and warrant a revolution. He 
thought seven Judges of good legal ability, with 
the business properly divided, ought to be able 
to handle it. Witness was on the Supreme 
Bench five years. When there wore but three 
Judges upon the bench they handled 500 ca«cs a 
year, and in those days it was a very rare thing 
for a case to g » over a term. They disposed of 
•many cases from the bench without writing 
elaborate opinions. He did not believe in 
lengthy opinions. lie never wrote but one 
lengthy opinion, and that wes in a ease where 
he dissented. Ihe Commissioners’ work liad to 
be all gone over by the Judges; it 
was really a trying of the case over 
again, and lie saw very little accomplished 
by tli is double work. He was in favor of a 
complete an»l thorough reorganization of the 
Court. The system was one of the worst im­ 
aginable. The same cases were tried iu depart- 
ment.j then ia bank, had to be heard twice, 
thus taking up much valuable time. Ile thought 
the writing or dissenting opinions was all right. 
The Judges should have that right in order to 
place themselves upon record. Very often the 
dissenting opinion is regarded as the best 
authority, and is quoted as such by other 
Courts as being better law than the deciding 
opinion. 
< >n cross-examination by Judge Mizner, wit- 
nes.- said he knew nothing of the mental or 
physical condition of either of the Judges, ex­ 
cept by hearsay. The Court as a whole is a 
weak Court. 
a. r. STONEY 
SaM. from conversations with members of the 
bar. he had come to the opinion that neither of 
the Judges had been able to do efficient service 
f.»r a year past. He had no social acquaintance 
with either of them : knew them only in a pro­ 
fessional way. 
Tern* asked witness if he had not beard that 
the other Judges uion the bencn had not con­ 
templated eohiing before the Legislature and 
asking the removal of Judges Morrison and 
Shamstein for incompetency. 
Judge Mizner objecied to the question, saying 
that would bring the other five Judges before 
the committee. 
Judge Terry—Yes. sir, that is what it will do, 
and why not bring them ? 
The objection was overruled and witness in­ 
structed to answer the question. 
Witness replied that he had been told so by a 
m em b er of the bar. who obtained the informa­ 
tion from one of tbe Judges, but refused to give 
his authority. 
A. L. RHODES, 
Who served sixteen rears upon the Supreme 
Bench, was asked if he had not stated that 
Judge Morrbon and Judge Sbarpstein should 
resign from the bench. After c-onsiderable dis- 
cussioa between the witness and Judge Terr;* as 


to the propriety of the question, the 
former 
replied that. 
110 
doubt, 
he 
did say tnat 
if he 
was 
physically 
disabled or paralyzed and a member of the 
bench, he would resign. At the time he made 
the remark, it' he did make ir. it was when lie 
supposed the paralysis of Judge Morrison and 
the disease of Judge Sharpsteiu affected their 
mental faculties. Witness thought the Court 
could be reorganized so as to materially im­ 
prove its efficiency. The volume ot business 
has been increasing regularly since 186*>. When 
one or more of the Judges are sick and cannot 
work, that delays the business I I some degree. 
He thought tiie large calendar was more at­ 
tributable to the large number of constitutional 
questions involved than to any other cause. 
Very few cases present themselves nowadays 
that do not involve one or more constitutional 
questions. He thought the rniuds of both 
Judges were clear, but that wes a fact that 
could not be obtained by casual conversation 
upon social questions. Traveling about ma­ 
terially delays the business of the Court. Jf the 
Court held its sessions Kt the State Capitol at 
Sacramento, where it properly belongs, the 
business would be greatly facilitated. 
JOHN A. STANLY 
Was recalled. At one time he was of the opin­ 
ion that Morrison 
should 
be removed 
because he was incapacitated. 
Thi> was 
not my 
opinion alone, but the almost 
universal 
opinion of the .San Francisco 
bar up to two or three weeks ago. I also was 
informed that the other Judges of the Court 
were seriously considering the question whether 
or not they should ask the Legislature to re­ 
move him unless he resigned before that body 
convened. Witness refused to state his author­ 
ity lor the last statement, and added that the 
best way to verify its truth was to summon the 
Judges themselves. No one. he said, wanted to 
see either ot them removed unless they were 
pensioned. 
Tcrrv suggested that it was now in order to 
send for the other Judges. 
At 9:30 o’clock McGlashan moved that the 
committee take no more testimony, and that 
they adjourn to 9 a. m. to-day, whom they should 
make their report to the Assembly. 
The motion was carried by ‘the following 
vote:

WHEREAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THT 
.State of California, at its Twtnty sixG 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two-I 
thirds of all the members elected to each of the ; 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor, 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Lleven of Article 
Thirteen, oi the Constitution of the State of 
California: 
AM ENDM ENT NUM BER ON E. 
Section 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exempt under the luws of the 
United States, shall be Uxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The word property, as used iu this article and 
section, is hereby’declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other matters and things, re.il, personal and i 
mixed, capable of private ownership; ;• :.'«bi7, 
that growing crops, property used ex. lu-iveL 
for public schools, nnd such as may belong u> ¡ 
the United ¿tatos, this ¿tnte, or any »cuuiy i.: , 
municipal corporation within this .State, shall 
he exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of the realty: •• nd. 
¡iriiiidf(1 farther, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided iu Section Ten of this article; oml, 
provided farther, that the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation ol ships 
and vessels owncu and registered or enrolled in 
this Mate, or may tax such ships and ycsh-.s on 
their gross or net earnings, in lieu oi an j. ! val­ 
orem tax. The LegiMntnre may n.-o provide, 
except in ease of credits secured Ly mortgage 
or trust deed, for n deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents f this ¿late. 
Double taxation iu any form is prohibited. 


shall be added to the earnings made v.hullv 
within the State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken and deemed to be the gross earn­ 
ings ot such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
ment and taxation. For every purpose <>: this 
•ection, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within this State, 
all railroads operated as one sys cm shall be 
treated as cne road. One-third of the tax paid 
by corporations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions or this section 
shal. become part of the General Fund of this 
State, and two thir ls thereof shall be paid to 
the county or counties in which said railroad is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road onerated in the several counties. lor the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city aud 
county shall be treated as a county.

his control, at twelve o'clock meridian, op the 
first Monday in Maich. 
«Sec. JO. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall tc assessed 
in the county, city, city aud county, town, town­ 
ship, or district iii which it is situated, in the 
manner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
anv portion thereof, in this State, .“hall, on or 
before the first «lay of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tax of two and 
a half percent upon the gross earnings, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first dav ot December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes uj«on the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, Marions and their 
appurtenances, aud om o ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of suca railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, aud upon the mort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such prop- 
ertv. All other property belonging to sach cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed aud taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on the thirtv-first day of December last

The first levy 
and payment of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be made in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six. and shall be upon the 
gross earnings, to be ascertaine«l as herein pro­ 
vided. for the entire year of eighteen bur «1 red 
and eighty-five. Taxation for the fiscal year 
ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty five, is not affected by this amendment.

Rkcobk-I'xios : Mayor Brown says 
I have insinuated that the only reason the 
bondholders sued the city was because the 
Trustees failed to levy the one per cent, 
tax. 
I have “ insinuated ’ nothing, being 
under the impression that the Mayor bolds 
the patent right on that method of conduct­ 
ing a controversy. What I said and what 
I repeat is, that if my advice had been fol­ 
lowed, the litigation would have been 
avoided. 
My advice was to levy the tax 
and pay the coupons in the order of their 
maturity. 
A ll the litigation was caused — 
First—By the attempt in 1880 to repudi­ 
ate the coupons maturing prior to 1877. 
Second—By the commencement in 1881 
of a repudiation movement based upon a 
misapplication of the decision in the so- 
called Memphis case—Garrett vs. Merri- 
weather (102 U. S., 472). 
Third—By the refusal of the Trus­ 
tees, 
after 
1882, 
to 
levy 
the 
one per cent, tax, and by their order, in 
March, 1882. directing the Treasurer not to 
pay any coupons, and especially not to pay 
any to the Fund Commissioners. 
The most important, most expensive and 
most disastrous part of the litigation arose 
from the last-named cause: and for it the 
Mayor is responsible. And the final result 
is, that it is now determined that the citv 
must do precisely what I advised should 
be done, and what, if it had been done, 
would have prevented all the litigation. 
As to the Mayor's last insinuation, that I 
have been advising parties to sue the city 
for the gross proceeds of the water-works, I 
shall wait till the charge is vouched for by 
some responsible party before 1 notice it 
further than to say that if the Mayor will 
go beyond the insinuation and make the 
charge, giving the name of his informant, 
lie will perhaps have an opportunity of 
breaking out with another such fervent 
ebullition of gratitude as he poured forth 
the other day upon ex-Mnvor Turner for 
his testimony.

P a p e r D a n g e r’s P a s te .—Good paste for 
paper hanging is made of old flour, mixed 
to a milk-like consistency with water. 
When put in a kettle to boil, a little size or 
glue may be added, which wiil increase its 
tenacity. 
A little alum may also be added, 
in order to keep tiie paste sweet and to 
cause it to spread more freely. 
When 
boiled, it should be of the thickness of or­ 
dinary gruei, and laid on the paper smooth­ 
ly and equally with backward and forward 
strokes of the brush. Care should betaken 
not to load the brush with too much paste 
at one time, lest the paper be rendered too 
damp. 
When an overabundance of paste 
is used, a little is pressed out at the edge 
when the ciotli is used to (lab the paper 
against tiie wail. This may be removed by 
a sponge dipped in clean water.— California 
Architect.

The female is much fierce*- and larger 
than the female. There is peril to the lat­ 
er in paying his addresses. “ Love me or 
die " is not a phrase of poetrv or senti­ 
ment with the male spider, but often is a 
literal statement of the tragical fact, and 
t is usual experience is that he loses some 
Ol his legs in the rebuffs which lie receives. 
In one tribe of spiders tlie female is 1.300 
tim es larger than the male. 
Accordingly, 
there is never any occasion forthem to hol’d 
a woman’s rights convention. The spiders 
thread is cotujtoscd of innumerable small 
threads or fibers. One of these small 
threads has been estimated to lie one two- 
millionth ol' the thickness cf a hair. The 
spider spins three kinds of thread. One 
kind is of great strength, and of this the 


radiating or smoke-lities of the web are 
made. 
The cross-lines, or what a sailor 
m ight call the ratlins, are finer and are 
tenacious; that is, they have upon them 
little specks or globules of a very sticky 
gum .
